$50,000,000 a Year Opposish 

But Bingo, in spite of the fact it 
diverts at least $50,000,000 a vear to 
non-theatrical operations, is not as 
serious nor will it be as lasting as 
the picayune operation of the sinal 
chain, which often ruins a manazer 
and which gives the patron a con- 
tempt for his neighborhood house 
with its cheese-paring economies 
and browbeaten personnel. This 
does not apply to all operations 
naturally... There are smail circuits 
which are alertly and competently 
managed, where the general man- 
ager is a leader and not a driver and 
where the entire personnel is on lis 
toes. There are such circuits, but 
they are in a minority. The picture 
theatre seems to be peculiarly a busi- 
ness in which the bootlicking vyes- 
man attains the seat of the mighty 
to the detriment of the sincere and 
the earnest. 

The dog trainer knows that it is 
necessary to make a show of force 
to impress his canine pupils with a 
sense of obedience. But he a‘so 
knows that if he uses the whip too 
freely the result will be a_ pack 
of broken - spirited curs, slinking 
through their show and leaving but 
a sorry memory with an audience 
The chain operator has not figured 
this out. Lacking the mentality to 
command, through will-power, he 
wields the whip too freely, with the 
result that the theatre lacks smart- 
ness and pep. It has no pleasant 
personality. It does not radiate 
friendliness 

Take the case of a non-key citv 
in the far southwest. It is not nec- 
essary to go that far afield, but 
it happeiis that a friend of this 
writer stood as long a_= stretch 
as he could endure, and: wrote his 
reactions. The chain consists of 10 
or 12 houses, all in ov sufficient, 
close to the town for the managers 
to be brought in for a weekly con- 
ference.

luxe houses in the matter of wages, 
but it is possible to keep up a cer. 
tain esprit de corps that will create 
the impression in the mind of the 
patron that the theatre is a place of 
entertainment and not a house of 
e}oom. Such a chain is a black eve 
to the entire show structure and not 
merely to itself. 

Jumping back across the continent, 
there is a chain in Brooklyn where 
conditions are better if still not 
sood The assistant manacer of a 
house on a larger chain left to take 
over a manager’s job for this cir- 
cuit. He was well grounded, and he 
was sincerely friendly. He made 
contacts, he promoted fr-endships. 
In six months he had appreciably 
improved the attendance puely 
through personality. 

Then his former boss had a row 
with the major circuit and quit. ob- 
taining a job as circuit manager on 
this second chain. One of his first 
moves was to fire his former ems 
plovee. He had never forgiven him 
for quitting. Another man was put 
nm and the first incumbent sought 
another job. Somehow he did not 
connect. His previous employer was 
guestioned and the response wus 
always negative. He had to take a 
commercial position, NMicaniime the 
house in question has gone bacly of 
in receipts, and it is not all due to 
the depression. The new incumbent 
is making no effort to dvaw busine 
but he is a model yesser when the 
big boss comes around. And that is 
what the big boss wants. 

A dozen similar incidents might 
be cited. Get into the ill graces of 
one circuit head and it seems to be 
useless to seek employment with 
any of the others. 

Try Everything 

And always there is the rankling 
thought that the producer = chains 
and the larger circuiis are being 
given an unfair advantage in the 
matter of releases. To offset this, 
handicap the operators try every- 
thing; plates, chinaware, dresser sets, 
towels, Bingo, Screeno, Ten-O-Win, 
bank-nite, contests, cutrates. They 
try practically everything but show- 
manship, at once the cheapest and 
most difficult expedient Not one 
theatre in a thousand of tie lesser 
chains tries to sell the house as 
against the releases, and vet some 
theatres, sold institutionally, held 
their patrons through = constantly, 
but advoitly, harping on the greuter 
ease and comfort in whicn a picture 
mey be viewed at the neighborhood 
house as against the trying trip cnd 
greater expense of a downtown visit. 
A cheerful house, a genial staff, good 


can be made to offset the handicap 
of delayed release. But these things 
are the last the chain operator scems 
to think of, 

If he thinks he is being oppressed, 
at least the chain operator is reaping 
a rich reward of retaliation, for he 
has inflicted on the business most of 
the evils from which it suffers. and 
does not realize that he is the zreat- 
est sufferer of all.

However, 
their efforts to have a chain-divorce- 
ment law passed by the last Minne- 
sota legislature were unsuccessful 
Decision Unexpected 

The federal court decision dismiss- 
ing the application of Paramount and 
the other plaintiffs for a permanent 
injunction came as an unpleasant 
shock and bitter disappointment to 
the film-theatre company. It was 
handed down by a federal tribunal 
comprising Judge J, H. Sanborn, of 
the U. S. circuit court of appeals, 
and Judges Seth Thomas and G. F. 
Sullivan, of the federal district court. 
who heard testimony and arguments 
for two weeks during the recent 
trial at Fargo, N. D., and then digest- 
ed and discussed briefs. 

The constitutionality is up- 
held on the theory that the indepen- 
dent merchart has a right to be pro- 
tected against monopoly, this being 
in the publie interest. The decision 
rejects the theory that the law has 
anything to do with the character 
of films to be exhibited or admission 
prices to be charged. 

Pending final adjudication by the 
U. S. supreme court, a temporary re- 
straining order preventing enforce- 
ment of the law will continue in ef- 
fect, the court decided. Thus, for the

Fox Set to Function 


Manufacturers of phonograph rec- 
ords will soon have to do their licens- 
ing of musical rights through Harry 
| Fox, of the Music Publishers Protec- 

tive Association. Fox will within the 
coming week notify the manufactur- 
ers as to the date his office will start 
issuing such licenses. Majority of 
music publishers have authorized 
Fox to represent them in providing 
the disc men with the necessary 
licenses and also in collecting the 
pubs’ royalties. 

It will be the first time that phono- 
graph record companies have had to 
deal through a central bureau. The 
contract and service commission will 
be uniform. but the publishers will 
set their own.rovalty levels. It is 
estimated that the MPPA’s annual 
collections from this source will 
amount to around $250,000.

Latter group draped 
on one side of the platform, lent 
nothing to the dignity of the occasion 
by sitting with legs crossed and one 
foot swinging. 

Artistically and aesthetically the 
program was a success only from a 
financial standpoint. Record audience 
of 19,000 was a testimonial to the

Following closely on the heels ot | 
legalized draw poker at the beach 
r tango, which prior to a yeal 
ago flourished like a green bay tree 
in this area, has again usurped mass 
interest and play. It’s a variation of 
the time-worn tango or keno, in that 
instead of the use of numbers the 
game centers around a five-suited 
deck of cards, with the various des- 
ignations of the pasteboards being 
substituted for the 75 numbers ordi- 
narily required to fill various 
quences of five.

the eyes of the law this new 
type of tango constiutes a game of 
skill. While it does require a certain 
amount of skill for a player to toss a 
regulation poker chip a distance of 
three to four feet to the face of a 
miniature playing card to determine 
the card space to be covered, none- 
theless it is generally conceded that 
the element of luck plays an over- 
whelming part. 

Cards are sold to patrons for a jit 
or two for‘a dime a throw. To give 
the player a break each card con- 
tains five free spaces instead of the 
single center space by which ordi- 
nary tango cards have long been rec- 
ognized. Only four spaces (plus the 
free space in each column) are re- 
quired for a win. This makes for 
greater speed in termination of the 
games, and consequently a consider- 
ably improved take. 

Toss in Bait 

Payoff is at the rate of $2 or $3 per 
game, depending on the spot and the 
number of players participating. As 
a further lure. and to further simu- 


late the ‘skill’ angle, each player 
before a game is given four white 


poker chips gratis, which he or she 
may toss to the board in an attempt 


to fill four spaces in rotation for a 
win. 

But there’s a gimmick here. The 
time allotted for tossing these four 


chips is so brief as to almost pre- 
clude any possibility of a player hit- 
ting a bullseye. Under the presump- 
tion that the payoff, which is made 
-in cards of $1 value, and chips rep- 
resenting a dime each, is for addi- 
tional playing purposes only, attend- 
ants go so far as to refuse info to 
inexperienced players as to where 
these tokens may be redeemed for 
cash when wanting to quit. Most of 
the payoff spots are located in ad- 
joining cigar stores, where the re- 
demption is made at a five or 10% 
discount. 

Ocean Front. the boardwalk of this 
area is literally studded with these 
so-called ‘games of skill.” and the 
play is terrific. Most of the spots are 
crowded nightly, and there’s also a 
heavy afternoon play, with femme 
patronage predominating. On ton of 


this the legal draw poker games con- 


tinue to garner thousands of plavers. 
Limit of most of these games. origi- 
nally fixed at 50c, has now been cut 
to two bits. with players paying the 
house a small sum for privilege of 
plaving. As with tango, femmes are 
prominent around the tables.

Arthur Douglas Hotaling, 66, for- 
mer actor and director, died July 13, 
while en route from Palm Springs 
to San Pedro, Calif. Death was 


| caused by a heart attack. 


Hotaling was one of the oldest men 
in the film business, in point of serv- 


ice, having started as a projection- | 


ist in an Atlantic City resort when 
the machines were first put out. He 
attracted the attention of Sigmund 
Lubin, founder of the Lubin Manu- 
facturing Co., and went to him about 
1396, forming an alliance which 
lasted for some 20 years. 

He toured for a time, using store 
fitups, but was called back to en- 


| gage in production, writing his own 


stories and turning his own camera. 
He was an excellent trick photog- 
rapher and made a number of clever
